A MUM OF TWO who has 
lived in her Luton home for 
30 years is selling up after a 
losing a two-year battle to 
stop a huge development 
encroaching on her house. 

Stephanie Stiff, who lives 
in Butely Road with her 
husband and sons, has 
been left with less than a 
foot between her back fence 
and new perimeter fencing. 

She said ‘enough is 
enough’ and is planning on 
leaving as a result of the 
build by Catalyst 
Developments. 

Mrs Stiff described it the 
narrow passage as being 
like ‘the Ml for rats’ and has 
seen the vermin in her gar¬ 
den, sitting around her 
pond. 

She also says that the 
fencing creates a fire risk, 
adding: “Our only fire 
escape windows are at the 
back of the house, leading 
down a sloped roof and into 
the garden. 

“How are we able to get 
out?” 

She added: “Since I first 
found out about the plans 
we’ve been fighting it. 

“Everyone used the space 
round the back; now it’s 
gone and has ruined the 
community. 

“I’ve had enough. I had a 



bit of money saved up for 
myself but I’m going to use 
that to help my son put 
down a deposit so I can 
move out. 

“I’ve been here for 30 
years but enough is 
enough.” 

Councillor Tom Shaw 
said: “Wherever we build 
we’re going to upset people, 
but there is a huge demand 
for houses in Luton. 

“The council has 10,000 
people on the waiting list 
for homes and we only have 
8,000 houses to put them in 
currently. 

“There have been numer¬ 
ous pieces of correspond¬ 
ence between us, Catalyst 
and the residents. 

“Everything has been 
done properly.” 

Permission for the build 
was approved by Luton 
Borough Council in July 
2012 . 


Phil Thompson, Catalyst’s 
head of development, said: 
“Mr and Mrs Stiff have 
strongly objected to our 
plans to build these new 
homes at every stage. 

“While we do sympathise 
with the upheaval that any 
building work involves and 
the changes to their neigh¬ 
bourhood that are resulting 
from the building of new 
homes, their concerns must 
be balanced against the 
life-changing opportuni¬ 
ties that this new affordable 
housing is bringing to their 
town. 

“We have made great 
efforts to ensure that we are 
good neighbours to all of 
our local residents.” 


Approval for 
latest stage 
of £15.6m 
leisure centre 

THE multi-million re¬ 
development of a leisure 
centre has taken a step for¬ 
ward after councillors 
approved the search for a 
building contractor. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council wants to turn 
Dunstable Leisure Centre 
into a new ‘cultural and 
community hub’ which 
will also house the library 
and other facilities. 

The council said keeping 
the library and leisure cen¬ 
tre at their current loca¬ 
tions will result in an 
‘unbudgeted’ bill of £8m. 

It is hoped the facility 
will open at the end of 2017 
once the authority has 
identified a contractor to 
build the centre. 

Residents will have the 
chance to view the plans at 
a series of public events in 
September and October. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Councillor Brian Spurr 
said: “This is a positive 
step in the journey to revi¬ 
talise our leisure offer in 
Dunstable, but the new 
centre will be more than 
that - it will be a hub that 
will include the library and 
many other facilities and 
service offerings. 

“Furthermore, it will sup¬ 
port the regeneration of 
the town with a modern 
building at the heart of the 
town’s cultural quarter, to 
complement the Grove 
Theatre and new Central 
Bedfordshire College 
buildings, while there will 
also be redevelopment 
opportunities at the 
Vernon Place site.”

Man caged for GBH 
denies wrongdoing

A FATHER jailed for almost two 
years on Friday says he will 
appeal his conviction for a road 
rage incident as he ‘acted in 
self-defence’. 

Luke Lee, of Crawley Green 
Road, Luton, was convicted of 
causing grevious bodily harm 
by a jury at Luton Crown Court 
in June for an incident he main¬ 
tains was in self defence. 

The court heard he bit some¬ 
one after a disagreement in 
Dunstable in March last year. 

Lee, 32, said: “He (the victim) 
pulled out in front of me as I 
was driving along with my fam¬ 
ily- 

“We both got out of our cars 
and I was hit twice, before I 
retaliated and knocked him 
down.” 

Lee then alleges that he got 
him in a headlock, when he 
then bit him in an attempt to get 
him off. 

He said: “I’ve had two wit¬ 
nesses corroborate everything 
I’ve said. In my opinion I’m 100 
per cent innocent, I’ve not done 
anything wrong. 

“I’m not a violent person and 
I’ve never been in trouble 
before.” 

Mr Lee pleaded not guilty to 
the charge but was convicted 
following a jury trial at Luton 


Crown Court, which concluded 
on June 24. He was sentenced to 
21 months in prison, minus 21 
days he has already spent on a 
tag. He was also ordered to pay 
£250 compensation to the vic¬ 
tim, along with a £100 victim 
surcharge. 

Lee plans to challenge his 
conviction at the Court of 
Appeal in the near future. 

Lee’s girlfriend Tina Younie 
said: “I think it’s disgraceful 


that it’s happened and digust- 
ing that he even had to go 
through legal proceedings. 

“He is definitely planning on 
appealing it and we’re just wait¬ 
ing on the details to be 
confirmed.” 

Luton on Sunday contacted 
Lee’s legal representatives, 
Harris Cuffaro and Nichols, but 
they were as yet unable to com¬ 
ment on the outcome of the 
case. 


Council foots £3.6k 
bill for clearing up 
travellers’ camps 

CLEANING up illegal traveller camps 
cost the council more than £3,000 last 
year, it has emerged. 

Luton Borough Council said clearing 
up after travellers who had been moved 
on from parks cost the authority £3,615. 

However, a spokesman for the council 
also said this figure did not include 
encampments on Highways land (which 
is part of the cleaning department 
budget), meaning that the true cost 
could be higher. 

Last week, a group of travellers left 
human waste behind after setting up 
camp at the Lea Manor Recreation 
Centre field in Marsh Farm. 

Angry residents left a note warning 
people going into the field that it need¬ 
ed to be cleaned first. 

Another group of travellers is also 
reported to have moved onto a patch of 
private land in Chaul End Lane. 

Luton Council said it could not evict 
them but added it would be ‘happy to 
advise the landowner on the legal pro¬ 
cess if they requested it’. 

The authority has stepped up its 
efforts to deal with the illegal encamp¬ 
ments after residents heavily criticised 
its response to similar incidents back in 
August 2013. 

Travellers’ camps that have been set 
up during the last 14 months include: 

■ July 2015 - Five caravans were spotted 
by the Lea Manor Recreation Centre 

■ July 2015 - Travellers set up camp at 
Wigmore Park 

■ June 2015 - Ten caravans turned up at 
People’s Park 

■ June 2014 - The council had to move 
16 caravans from Pope’s Meadow in Old 
Bedford Road 

■ May 2014 - Ten caravans pitched up at 
the junction of Sundon Park Road and 
Bramingham Road.

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Dying man puts his all 
in £40k nurse mission

A TERMINALLY ill man 
with just weeks to live said 
he is ‘overwhelmed’ by the 
donations to his £40,000 
fund for a charity nurse. 

Tony Jules, from Sundon 
Park, has terminal prostate 
cancer but is selflessly 
spending his last weeks rais¬ 
ing the money to cover the 
cost of hiring a new nurse for 
one year at Keech Hospice. 

The 63-year-old, who was 
diagnosed in October 2011, 
has brought in £6,600 so far 
after turning his room at the 
hospice into a ‘fundraising 
hub’. The former programme 
director behind the £48.8 
million regeneration of 
Marsh Farm said leaving a 
nurse to care for others in 
similar situations was his 
‘final mission’. 

He said: “It’s one of those 
things you never think will 
happen to you - cancer. 

“After being told by doctors 


in October 2011 the cancer 
had also spread to my bones 
and lymph nodes, I knew lit¬ 
tle could be done. 

“Never did I think I would 
be battered by this disease 
and it had never crossed my 
mind to get my prostate 
checked. My family, wife, 
sons and mum were in 
shock, horror and total sur¬ 
prise when I told them. 

“After all of this time how 
can treatments be found for 
AIDS, and of late Ebola, but 
not cancer? I’m really pas¬ 
sionate about this.” 

Tony said he has been 
moved to ‘tears’ by the dona¬ 
tions sent in since news 
about his campaign was 
published this week. 

Tony said: “I am absolutely 
overwhelmed. Reading the 
comments on my justgiving 
page and social media has 
just brought tears to my eyes 
and it shows what good peo¬ 
ple there are in the world, so 
I thank them all. 

“My angel is on the way but 
there’s a fair way to go.”

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Super-size house 
may be bulldozed

PART of a controversial 
sprawling Barton-le-Clay 
mansion may be demol¬ 
ished, after its owner’s plan¬ 
ning appeal was dismissed. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council plans to serve busi¬ 
nessman Syed Raza Shah 
with an enforcement notice 
requiring him to return the 
building to the size originally 
permitted. 

The notice follows a ruling 
by a planning inspector that 


there were discrepancies 
between the application 
drawings and what has been 
built. 

Mr Shah had been trying to 
overturn Central Bedford¬ 
shire’s refusal of planning 
permission for the extension 
to his house. 

The council said he had 
increased the floor space by 
165 per cent and created a 
‘three-storey mansion’ out of 
a bungalow, something 
which Mr Shah disputes. 

Both parties have been 
locked in a battle since 2013, 


when the businessman fin¬ 
ished working on his house, 
which is now reportedly 
worth £2 million. 

Bridget Campbell, the plan¬ 
ning inspector, said the 
extension had failed to ‘con¬ 
serve or enhance the natural 
beauty of the area’. 

Councillor Nigel Young said 
the ruling reflected the ‘con¬ 
cerns of the council and local 
residents in protecting the 
environment and defending 
our green belt’. Luton on 
Sunday was unable to reach 
Mr Shah for comment. 


Golf green torn up by car driving on course

A red car tore up the 
course at Chalgrave 
Manor Golf Club in 
Toddington last Tuesday. 

Managing Director

On this, Adrian Farr said on

“Staff are waiting on redun¬ 
dancy and you take the 
money. Disgusted.” 

Jacky MacKay, who is head 
of marketing at Barnfield 
College said: “Any money 
which has changed hands as 
a result of the sponsorship 
was already set aside as part 
of the marketing budget.” 

She also went on to say that 
the college’s marketing 
budget for the year was 
‘within the sector norms.’ 


Luton on Sunday asked 
about possible benefits the 
sponsorship would have for 
both the college and the club, 
along with whether they 
could confirm if public 
money was being used to 
fund the club the college said 
they were unable to com¬ 
ment.

Patient finally gets 
justice for implants

A PENSIONER who suffered years of tooth 
pain has agreed an out of court settlement 
with the dentist who carried out the work. 

Philip Long, 65, has accepted £8,500 after 
two failed implants fitted by dentist Dr 
Spyridon Galatas at the Luton Dental Centre 
in 2010 left him having to undergo further 
surgery, a replacement implant, crowns and 
bone grafting to build up bone loss in his jaw. 

In November 2010 Mr Long saw Dr Galatas 
who, ten minutes before his treatment was 
due, gave him paperwork to sign which said 
the success was not guaranteed. 

Mr Long said: “I was shocked, this was the 
first time that anyone had told me this. I felt 
obliged to undergo the treatment as every¬ 
thing had been prepared and I had already 
paid a deposit.” 


The procedure was carried out and Mr 
Long’s two front teeth were removed and 
implants fitted. 

Mr Long, who lives in Bedford, said: 
“Following the procedure I was told that this 
was a new type of implant and this was the 
first time it had been fitted in the UK. I was 
horrified, I thought he’d done hundreds of 
procedures like this. 

“That night my face swelled up like a foot¬ 
ball, but that was just the start of my prob¬ 
lems. I spent the next 12 months going back 
and forward to the dentist.” 

Dr Galatas did not admit liability for his 
actions. He has since left the practice and 
declined to comment. 

Wayne Gardiner from the Luton Dental 
Centre said: “We are disappointed that the 
treatment provided by a previous dentist did 
not go as expected. Serving the best interests 
of our patients is at the forefront of all we do.” 


£3k cost for ambulance repair 


THE taxpayer has been lumbered with 
a £3,000 bill to repair an ambulance 
service vehicle after it was vandalised 
by thugs earlier this week. 

A paramedic from the East of 
England Ambulance Service called out 
to a woman in her 20s suffering from 
chest pain in Penhill, in the early hours 
of Monday morning had parked the 
response car in Wauluds Bank Drive. 

But when he returned to the car he 


found such significant damage to the 
roof that it had to be removed from 
operational duties.

Flower power to the bees 

IT’S been a good summer for bees and but¬ 
terflies in Bedfordshire. This follows a dra¬ 
matic decline in numbers over recent dec¬ 
ades and without these important pollina¬ 
tors, one quarter of the food we eat 
would disappear. 

The turnaround is in no small 
part due to the new practices 
followed by farmers, forestry 
and estate managers and 
most recently local councils, 
who have an important role 
to play in this. 

In recent years, roadside 
verges in the borough have 
seen reduced cuttings, allowing 
wild flowers, (also known as weeds), 
to bloom. 

These native flowers are a vital food 
source for pollinators, with the longer grass 
also providing a habitat. 

Wildlife, as the name suggests, can look 
chaotic and can offend the human desire for 


order and neatly manicured grass verges. 
However, while short grass may look good 
on the eye, it is of absolutely no use to polli¬ 
nating insects and is in fact, a green desert. 

Anecdotal evidence suggests we are 
already seeing positive results. 


I have seen species of butterfly this sum¬ 
mer that I have never seen in my life before 
and I think credit is due to all concerned. 
Keep up the good work.

TWO off-licence shops fined 
for selling alcohol to under- 
18s are having their licences 
reviewed. 

Luton Borough Council 
officers are recommending 
that councillors revoke the 
right of X-Press News in Park 
Street and Suresh News in 
Marsh Farm to sell alcohol. 

In June this year Altaf 
Ahmed, owner of X-Press 
News was fined £935 after he 


sold two bottles of alcohol to 
minors. 

He also had 52 fake vodka 
bottles, 140 illegal cigarettes 
and 300 grams of tobacco 
seized from his shop in 
August 2014. 

Kishorkumar Sureshbhai 
Patel, from Suresh News, was 
fined £1,765, also in June, for 
selling alcohol to a minor. 

He also had 110 fake bottles 
seized from his store in 
September 2014. 

In a document which will 
be discussed by the licencing 


panels on Monday and 
Tuesday, council officers 
said the activities of the busi¬ 
ness ‘defrauds customers’ 
and ‘undermines legitimate 
businesses’ in the town. 

It was found to contain 
chemicals used in paint 
remover. 

One of the owners, Mr 
Ahmed, admitting to buying 
his alcohol from an 
‘unknown white van man’. 

Luton on Sunday was una¬ 
ble to reach either business 
for comment.

Deals can be done 
to fight house crisis

‘THE council should work with anybody 
who wants to build houses in Luton’ irre¬ 
spective of where they would be located, one 
councillor said this week. 

Councillor Tom Shaw said Luton Borough 
Council has been ‘encouraging’ developers to 
buy houses and then rent them to the author¬ 
ity to help tackle the town’s housing shortage. 

He was speaking ahead of a planning com¬ 
mittee meeting due to be held tomorrow at 
which proposals for a 13-house development 
in Covent Garden are recommended for 
refusal. 

Officers say the properties are in a commer¬ 
cial and industrial area and their introduc¬ 
tion would not be ‘in the interest of safe¬ 
guarding the long term future’. 

They also said the developers had not pro¬ 
vided ‘an acceptable level of financial contri¬ 
bution’ to local infrastructure. 

But Cllr Shaw said the council had already 
done ‘deals’ for three other properties in the 
town and should always be willing to find a 
way to work with developers so that housing 
could be built for residents. 

He said: “It’s 13 private houses so it will not 
do anything really to help our housing situa¬ 
tion. 

“But what we can do is encourage investors 
to buy the houses and then rent them out to 
us, so that’s something we can do there. 

“We’re already doing it with developers in 
the town.” 



Right up your street 

Brewing family 
fermented a 
place in history 

THIS week Howard Chandler tells us about the 
street behind a brewery dynasty. 

What links Charles, Edward, Frederick, 
Reginald and William Streets in High Town? 

The answer can be found in another street 
in the area - Burr Street. 

Thomas Godfrey Burr bought ‘The White 
House’ and a brewery in Park Street in 1776. 

The brewery was a landmark until it was 
demolished in 1908 to make way for the Luton 
Modern School, which became the Technical 
College and is now the entrance to the univer¬ 
sity. 

William, the son of Thomas, had four sons - 
Charles, Frederick, Edward and Arthur - and 
most of these were involved in expanding the 
business in the 19th century, buying a num¬ 
ber of pubs in the town. It made them some of 
the wealthiest and most influential people in 
the town and they became landowners. 

When the land was developed streets were 
named for members of the family. The busi¬ 
ness was sold in 1857 and it passed through 
a number of hands before being finally 
acquired by the Whitbreads in 1962.

REVIEW 

THE FANCOTT _ 

Near Toddington 

THEY’VE had a tough time of late 
and for some that might be an 
excuse to let things slip, but for 
the Fancott it’s business as usual. 

For those who don’t know, ear¬ 
lier this year the pub/restaurant 
was ravaged by fire, but just three 
months later the venue was back 
up and running - as was its min¬ 
iature railway which also dam¬ 
aged by the flames. 

Coming back into the present 
and on a mild summer’s day the 
garden is a delight. 

The train (return journeys are 
£2 a go) keeps the kids - and even 
the big kids - entertained while 
the food comes and there are a 
plethora of tables, so all custom¬ 
ers can make the most of the 
sunshine. 

As we wanted to sit outside we 
ordered from the bar and garden 
menu which had plenty more to 
offer than the chips and sand¬ 
wiches you might expect. 

To start we had the soup of the 
day (mint, pea and potato), the 
pork and chicken liver pate with 
cranberry topping, red onion 
chutney and toast, and a sharer of 


grilled pitta bread and houmous 
with a selection of oils, all of 
which were presented immacu¬ 
lately and with a touch of class. 

The pitta and olives were par¬ 
ticularly sumptious as the bread 
was still warm and soft, although 
I’m told the soup was an ‘unusual 
blend’ but still extremely tasty. 

For the mains we tried the hot 
dog in a pretzel bun with Dijon 
mustard mayo and served with 


chips, the steak and kidney pie 
with seasonal vegetables and 
chips, and the ploughmans, 
which consisted of Cornish yarg 
cheese, ham, a warm baguette, 
and a homemade Scotch egg. 

Again the bread deserved the 
most praise as the pretzel roll was 
utterly delicious, but I couldn’t 
keep my eyes of the hearty steak 
and kidney pie, which was easily 
the largest I’ve ever seen. 


The scotch egg also deserves a 
mention as not only was it home¬ 
made, it was cooked to perfection 
so the yolk was still runny. 

Dessert options looked equally 
scrumptious but we were far too 
stuffed. 

With drinks, the bill came to 
around £70 for four people - and 
that was definitely money well 
spent. 

We’ll be back, that’s for sure.

Honda CR-V 

Take a look inside... 


The Honda CR-V has evolved, 
introducing a 160PS 1.6-litre 
diesel engine to replace the 
old 2.2-litre unit, a nine-speed 
gearbox, city braking technology, 
a new infotainment setup and a 
bafflingly smart adaptive cruise 
control system. It’s a great all¬ 
round package. 

The big news with this CR-V is 
the fitment of a 160PS 1.6-litre 
diesel engine, which replaces 
the old 150PS 2.2-litre diesel, an 
engine that was looking a bit off 
the pace in terms of efficiency. 
The 120PS 1.6-litre diesel carries 
on much as before and there’s 
a 2.0-litre petrol engine offered 
that’s probably going to be large¬ 
ly ignored by UK buyers. Specify 
the CR-V with a manual gearbox 
and you can also have it in front 
as well as four-wheel drive 
guise. But you shouldn’t. That’s 
because Honda has replaced the 
old five-speed auto with a nine- 
speed automatic that then sends 
drive to all four wheels. It’s an 
impressive piece of technology 
and does a great job plugging the 
diesel engine right into the meat 
of its 350Nm of torque available 
from just north of 2,000rpm. 

The CR-V was never marketed 
as a particularly sporty drive and 
the updates to the car’s suspen¬ 


sion and steering don’t aim for 
that goal. Instead, the steering 
has been revised to offer an 8 
per cent quicker ratio, while 
revised bushings, dampers and 
other suspension fettling aim 
to deliver a smoother ride. The 
changes to the latest car could 
best be described as a facelift, 
although Honda has gone further 
than the usual grille, bumpers 
and lights. Having said that, this 
latest CR-V does have a revised 
front grille, smarter bumpers and 
sleeker lights, the latter featuring 
LED daytime running lamps. 

Honda is a company that oc¬ 
casionally makes some rather 
strange decisions. For years it 
was utterly half-hearted about 
diesel engines, thinking that vari¬ 
able valve timing of its petrol en¬ 
gines would win the argument. It 
didn’t. Only belatedly has Honda 
delivered really class-competitive 
diesels and in doing so, it has pro¬ 
pelled the CR-V to the number 
one spot as the best-selling SUV 
in Europe. Of course, it helps that 
it’s built in Swindon and has been 
designed to appeal to European 
tastes, but the powerplants now 
look pretty well sorted with the 
addition of the 160PS 1.6-litre 
diesel with its nine-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission option.

JONATHAN Smith went from villain to hero to prevent 
Luton’s new campaign from backfiring with a Wham at 
Accrington Stanley’s newly-named stadium. 

The midfielder foolishly hacked down Josh Windass to con¬ 
cede a penalty, which the victim converted, but he then 
deflected in Craig Mackail-Smith’s 91st minute strike for a 
classic smash-and-grab point. 

“Jonathan Smith is the hardest working, most committed 
player you can get and I love him for it, but he’s got to have 
discipline,” said manager John Still. 

“Games are won and lost on small margins and, fair play, we 
battled back. It was a great effort from Craig and it went in off 
Jonathan. 


“We all make mistakes but if you make errors that are avoid¬ 
able you’re not going to help yourself. 

“The first one is out of the way and I’m delighted with that.” 

There was half an hour still to play when Smith committed 
his howler but until his last-gasp rescue act the flatters, who 
used all of their summer attacking recruits, looked impotent.

Bedfordshire win first three day match for more than five years

BEDFORDSHIRE saw off Suffolk by five wickets to record their 
first victory in the Minor Counties Championship for more than 
five years. 

The county’s last success in three day cricket was way back 
in July 2010, when they beat Hertfordshire by 18 runs at 
Bedford School. 

Since then they have lost 16 times and drawn on 14 occasions, 
so the Suffolk win at Ipswich was more than overdue. 

George Thurstance and Andy Reynoldson were the only two 
surviving team members from the Hertfordshire win to fea¬ 


ture at Suffolk, and victory seemed a long way off when the 
hosts raced to 183-0 in their opening innings. 

Openers Tom Huggins and Martyn Cull made 168 and 91 
respectively with their county eventually finishing on 341-6 
from their initial 90 overs. 

Colin Griggs was the pick of the Bedfordshire attack with 
figures of 3-82 but the reply got off to a wobbly start with 
Suffolk reducing the visitors to 91-3. 

There were superb centuries from Thurstance (171) and 
skipper James Middlebrook (101) though and Beds estab¬ 
lished a first innings lead of 121 as they finished on 462-9 on 
day two. 

In their second innings, Huggins hit a second century of the 
match for Suffolk but his 132 had little support and his side 
were bowled out for 305. 

Reynoldson took 3-75 with the ball as Beds were set a target 


of 185 runs to win the match. 

An opening stand of 70 from Charlie Thurston (39) and Luke 
Thomas (26) set the county on their way on the final after¬ 
noon and although five wickets then fell to make the chase a 
nervous one at times, the target was reached. 

Bedfordshire are seventh in the Eastern Division and host 
Northumberland in their final game of the season at Luton 
Town & Indians, beginning on August 16.

JONATHAN Smith was a 
relieved man as he atoned 
for his penalty shocker 
with an injury time equal¬ 
iser to rescue an unlikely 
point at Accrington Stanley 
yesterday. 

The midfielder fouled Josh 
Windass in the 60th minute 
and the Reds’ attacker bur¬ 
ied the spot-kick, which 
looked like it would send 
Luton to an opening day of 
the season defeat. 

But Smith got in the way of 
a Craig Mackail-Smith vol¬ 
ley and inadvertently 
steered it home in the 91st 
minute to make it 1-1. 

“It was a bit of a roller¬ 
coaster for the first game of 
the season, but I’m relieved 
to get something out of the 
game,” the 28-year-old said. 

“Personally, I was disap¬ 
pointed to let the team 
down for the first goal. I 
should know better than to 
dive in there. 


“I definitely shouldn’t 
have made the challenge. It 
was sloppy from me and I 
should know better. 

“In the midfield area I’d go 
for that, but in the box you 
shouldn’t do it and I’ll learn 
from that.” 

There was no finger point¬ 
ing among the Town players 
though, and Smith said: 
“Doyley [Nathan Doyle], 
and Macca [Steve McNulty], 
they all rallied around me. 

“Doyley is the perfect 
player to play with. We get 
on, on and off the pitch, and 
straight away he said, 
‘Smudger, keep going’. 
That’s superb for me.” 

On his goal to earn the 
Hatters a late point, despite 
a disappointing perfor¬ 
mance, Smith said: “It was 
just a bit of luck. It hit me, to 
be fair. I was just relived 
that it went it. 

“I’m not fussed who 
scores. I’m not here to be 
taking glory, I’m just here to 
get results. 

“My job isn’t to be scoring 
loads of goals, my job is to 
do better for the first goal.” 


Yet, Smith admitted that 
the frustration of his penal¬ 
ty error did not stay with 
him for long, saying: “A few 
years ago it would have 
affected me but I’ve worked 
hard on the mental side of 
the game. 

“A lot of the lads were say¬ 
ing, ‘forget about it’, but I 
already had. If you dwell on 
it you might as well come 
off.” 

He added: “I’m disap¬ 
pointed in myself but I just 
tried to put it behind me 
and try to help the team get 
an equaliser.” 

Six of Town’s 11 summer 
recruits made their com¬ 
petitive debut for Luton, 
and they struggled to create 
clear-cut openings, but it 
was the same for Accrington 
in a hard fought contest. 

Smith said: “I think if we’d 
had kept it at 0-0, we’d have 
gone on and won the game. 

“They got energy from the 
goal and that gave them a 
bit of a boost. 

“At the end of the day we 
haven’t lost and we’ll move 
on to the next one.”
